Miss Pollack was found 
dead of a drug overdose in 
September, 1973, in a North- 
side apartment, a few blocks 
from the Chicago Playboy 
Club, where she worked, and 
near the Playboy mansion, 
where she had lived for 18 
months before taking her own 
apartment. 

The Chicago mansion 
houses 30 bunnies and various 
celebrity guests and also con- 
tains Hefner’s personal quar- 
ters. Among other things, the 
mansion has a swimming pool, 
an underwater bar, a bowling 
alley and a giant ballroom. 

“We want to know if the 
drugs that killed Miss Pollack 
were obtained from the man- 
sion or from persons close to 
Hefner,’’ said Ralph Berko- 
witz, first assistant state’s at- 
torney. “We also want to know 


if any foul play was involved,” 
he added. 

The federal drug probe, be- 
ing coordinated by Jerry Jen- 
son, regional director of the 
Drug Enforcement Adminis- 
trat^n, seeks, to determine 
whether the mansions were 
used as drug distribution 
points and placed where drugs 
were frequently used. 

At the recent trial of Hef- 
ner’s social secretary, Bobbie 
Arnstein, 32. a government 
witness, George Matthews, tes- 
tified that there were cocaine 
parties at the Chicago man- 
sion.- Mrs. Arnstein and two 
men were convicted of con- 


j spiring to sell cocaine. She 
j was given a 15-year condi- 
i tional prison sentence by U.S. 
District Court Judge Bernard 
! Becker, who said he may re- 
j duce/ it after examining addi- 
| tional evidence on her mental 
condition. 

in the course of investigat- 
ing Mrs. Arnstein the govern- 
| ment widened its probe to in- 
I elude Hefner, some Hollywood 
i celebrities, and employees of 
the Playboy mansions, Jenson 
said, adding, “the list of those 
subpoenaed will probably 
grow." 

Thus far, Hefner has re- 
mained silent, but Lee Gott- 
lieb, press chief for Playboy 
Enterprises, parent company 
of the magazine, Playboy 
Clubs, and Playboy hotels, 
said Hefner is in the midst of 
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
